“Due to security, we must stay 
on the Golan.” Mr. Naor said. 
“We hope to start negotiations 
with Syria at the proper time. Pas- 
sing the bill would do nothing 
from a security point of view and 
we have reason to believe that the 
timing is not appropriate." 

The government has come 
under heavy international pres- 
sure to avoid annexation. Mr. Sol. 
Linowitz, U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter’s special Middle East 
envoy, said publicly last week 
annexation “would be counter 
productive to Israel's best inter- 
ests" and the United States 
“would deeply regret such a 
move." 

Israel occupied the mountain 
plateau in the 1%7 Middle East 
war, along with Egypt's Sinai 
Peninsula and the West Bank of 
Jordan. 

Few Israelis support relin- 
quishing the strategic heights 
overlooking Israel’s northeastern 
border. The more moderate 
Labour Party, in a campaign plat- 
form plank adopted last week, 
said the Golan must remain under 
Israeli control even in conditions 
of peace with Syria. 

Opponents of Mrs. Cohen's bill 
believe annexation would focus 
world attention on the Golan, 
where Israel is quietly building 
new settlements and increasing 
the Jewish population. 

It also would rally Arab sym- 
pathy behind Syrian President 
Hafez A! Assad, now more iso- 
lated in the Arab World than he 
has been in years.

Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz submitted the budget prop- 
osal in a bid to curb Israel’s soar- 
ing inflation, currently running at 
138 per cent a year. 

His total proposed budget fig- 
ure is 60.5 billion shekels ($8.1 
billion) compared with 65. 3i bil- 
lion shekels ($8.7 billion) last 
year. The budget comes into effect 
on April 1. 

The cabinet roost taken into 
consideration that Mr. Begin has 
to call elections by next November 
at the latest.

BEIRUT, Dec. 22 (R) — A truce between Syrian troops and Chris- 
tian militia came into effect in the eastern town of Zahie this after- 
„noon after some of the heaviest fighting in Lebanon in two years. 

The state-run Beirut Radio said the truce came into effect after 
President Elias Sarkis spoke with his defence minister and military 
commanders. But security sources said neither side had withdrawn 
from the town and its residents were sheltering in basements. 

The sources said two Syrian brigades numbering some 6,000 men 
backed by tanks had ringed Zable, about 50 kilometres east of 
Beirut, and opened fire with artilleiy and heavy mortars. 

Syrian helicopters dropped commandos in several districts after 
the militia had overrun two positions in Zahie. 

Local newspapers said more than 1 50 mortar rounds had slammed 
into the town of some 150,000 people during a six-hour bom- 
bardment yesterday. 

About 30,000 Syrian troops, constituted as an Arab deterrent 
force, have been in Lebanon since they intervened to end the 1975- 
76 Lebanese civil war and maintain security. 

The latest dashes broke out yesterday after civic leaders in Zahie 
refused to surrender gunmen who bad killed five Syrian soldiers in an 
ambush on Friday. 

A militia radio reported that four people had been killed and 20 
wounded in the shelling. If said a further eight had been killed and 1 2 
wounded today after a short-lived ceasefire had been broken during 
the night 

The fighting finally died down after President Sarkis had discussed 
the crisis with Defence Minister Joseph Skaf and the Lebanese 
commander of the Arab deterrent force. 

At the same time. Prime Minister Shafiq AJ Wazzan conferred 
with a delegation representing Lebanon's Greek Catholic (Melkite) 
community. 

Zahie is a Melkite stronghold in the country’s eastern Bekaa 
Valley, a fertile forming region where more than half of the Syrian 
deterrent force is deployed. 


AMMAN, Dec. 22 (Petra/ JT) — A state 
budget of JD 638.25 million. ($2,065 billion) 
for 1981 was presented to the National Con- 
sultative Council (NCQ today by finance 


Minister Salem Masa’deb. The budget is JD 
109 million, or 20.6 per cent, above that of 
1980, which amounted to JD 529 miEBipg. 


Mr. Masa'deh told the NCC at 
its regular weekly session that 
domestic revenues in 1981 are 
expected to bring in JD 260 mil- 
lion, which is JD 41 .4 million, or 
18.9 per cent, above estimated 
local revenues for 1980. 

Domestic revenues in the com- 
ing year are expected to cover 
7 1 .5 per cent of expected current 
expenditures, compared with 68.9 
per cent in 1980. “This improve- 
ment brings us closer to achieving 
the goal of covering all expenses 
out of local revenues.” Mr. Ma- 
sa’deh said. 

He pointed out that local 
revenues would cover a greater 
portion of expenses were it not for 
the allocation of JD 42 million for 
subsidising food and fuel supplies. 

Financial assistance from Arab 
states to Jordan is expected to 
reach JD 244 million in 1981, in 
addition to other funds allocated 
for military purchases and another 
JD 107.7 million earmarked for 
development projects. Total 
revenues and loans coming into 
the country in 1 981 are expected 
to reach JD 611.7 million, Mr. 
Masa'deh said. 

Current expenditures for 1981. 


at JD 363.1 million, are 20.5 per 
cent above the JD 301 .3 million in 
estimated current expenditures 
presented in the 1980 draft budget 
a year ago. However, last year’s 
figure was later adjusted upwards 
to comprise estimated current 
expenditures of JD 325.7 million, 
and the 1981 figure is 11.4 per 
cent above that adjusted 1980 fig- 
ures. 

The increased expenditures in 
the 1981 budget, the minister said, 
are due to three factors: 

—the increase in the prices of fuel 
and electricity generation and 
higher cost of living allowances 
given to civil servants; 

— the increase of projected gov- 
ernment assistance and donations 
to public institutions and charit- 
able organisations and 
—the allocation of funds for 
implementing the social security 
law so as to cover government 
employees who do not fail with the 
grade classification system. 

A total of JD 275.1 million is 
allocated for capita) expenditure 
in 1981. against JD 227.9 million 
in 1980 — an increase of JD 47.2 
million or 20.7 per cent.

Iran’s ‘last resort’: trial for hostages 


TEHRAN, Dec. 22 (Agencies) — The speaker of the Iranian 
Majlis (parliament) told the United States today that Iran would 
not moderate its terms for freeing the American hostages and said 
the last resort would be to put the captives on trial. 

“We will not retreat." Hojatoleslam Hashemi Rafsanjani said, 
referring to Iran's release terms described yesterday as unreason- 
able by U.S. Secretary of State Edmund Muskie. 

“....If America is not ready to give us our rights, our last resort 
is a trial,” the speaker added at his weekly press conference. 

When the Majlis on Nov. 2 approved four conditions for releas- 
ing the hostages, it added that the government should put the 
hostages on trial if the U.S. government did not meet the terms. 

The threat has been repeated often by Iranian officials since 
then. 

The State Department today accused Iran of mistreating some 
of the hostages and charged that several were being held in prison 
or denied adequate medical care. 

Department spokesman John Trattner used the strongest offi- 
cial U.S. language in some time in rejecting an Iranian minister's 
comment that the hostages were “living in beautiful hotels, with 
all sorts of facilities at their service." 

But Mr. Trattner said: “Our information is directly contrary to 
anything that indicates that they are living in luxury hotels.” 

The spokesman also said: “We have reason to be concerned 
about the health and treatment of several of the hostages and 
believe they are not receiving adequate medical attention/’ 

Mr. Muskie’s earlier remarks, in which he criticised Iran's 


demand that the United States transfer about $24 billion to 
Algeria, drew banner headlines in the afternoon newspaper Kay- 
han today. 

“America opposes Iran's financial conditions for release of the 
hostages. Possibility of hostage trial is gathering momentum," the 
paper said. 

Hojatoleslam Rafsanjani said he did not believe the hostage 
affair would be referred back to the Majlis, 

However. Executive Affairs Minister Behzad Nabavi said yes- 
terday the Majlis would be consulted if Washington foiled to 
comply with some of the conditions. 

Kayhan today quoted Mr. Ahmad Azizi. a senior Iranian offi- 
cial involved in the hostage negotiations, as denying press reports 
that he would meet U.S. officials in London. 

Mr. Azizi. whose title is director of American hostage affairs, 
said Iran would only negotiate with the United States through 
Algerian intermediaries. Kayhan added. 

A U.S. embassy spokesman in London today also denied the 
report in the London Daily Telegraph that Iranian and U.S. 
officials would meet in London this week. 

Mr. Christopher, who is handling the day-to-day hostage 
negotiations, conferred for five hours yesterday at the State 
Department with other officials working on the problem. 

President-elect Ronald Reagan, asked about the latest Iranian 
terms by reporters yesterday, said he was “not going to comment 
on that until it’s my turn. Then Til comment."

in 1980. 

The report said the OECD’s 
gross national product (GNP), or 
total output of goods and services, 
fell at aseasonally adjusted annual 


rate of 0.7S per cent in the second 
half of this year. 

It predicted that GNP would 
rise at rates of 1.5 per cent in the 
first half of 1981, 2.5 per cent in 
tire six months to December next 
year and three per cent in the first 
half of 1982.

— As visual, the OECD forecasts 
were made on the assumption that 
oil prices would remain 
unchanged thar government 
policies would not alter and that 
exchange rates would be stable. 

The OECD said its figures for 
the first six months of 1982 were 
highly speculative. Previously the 
organisation’s forecasts have 
covered only 12 months. 

It said the OECD economies 
were now firmly gripped by the 
effects of oil price increases fol- 
lowing the Iranian revolution. Oil 
prices rose 150 per in the 18 


months to June 1980. it said. 

The report said reductions in 
spending and production in the 
OECD area had been much less 
than after the 1973-74 oil price 
explosion because business con- 
fidence and hence investment had 
been broadly maintained. 

“As long as there are no further 
oil price increases, this shock 
should substantially work through 
the system in the course of the cur- 
rent forecast period." it said. 

Inflation should gradually sub- 
side from a peak of 1 1.75 per cent 
in the first half of 1982, and real 
incomes and expenditure should 
slowly begin to grow again, it pre- 
dicted. 


Risk in Middle East 


Nevertheless, uncertainty about 
the future has probably increased, 
the OECD said. “There is a risk, 
particularly in the event of con- 
tinuing political disturbance in the 


Middle East, that confidence 
could weaken, resulting in lower 
private sector investment." 

The OECD said domestically 
generated inflation had been 
much better contained after the 
1979 oil price increase than seven 
-years eariier. 

But by mid- 1982 it would still 
be one percentage point higher 
throughout the OECD area than 
in the second half of 1978, and 
overall inflation, including the 
trend of import prices, would rise 
1.5 points. 

The critical issues for a further 
reduction in inflation would be 
whether the more moderate pat-' 
tern of nominal wage rises since 
1978 could be maintained in 1981 
as the recovery begins. 

Assuming a wages “catch-up” 
.was averted and profit margins 
were broadly maintained, the 
OECD said inflation in the next

Flogging a dead horse 


IN TRUE optimistic American fashion, Mr. Sol Linowitz 
looks at a vessel three-quarters empty and declares it one- 
quarter full. Speaking after his latest visit to the Middle 
East to jolly his Camp David partners, Messrs. Begin and 
Sadat, into speeding up the Palestinian '‘autonomy" talks, 
Mr. Linowitz said there were “only” five areas of dis- 
agreement remaining to be settled between Egypt and 
Israel in the autonomy negotiations. These were: assur- 
ances for the “security” of Israel; allocation of water rights 
between the Israelis and the Palestinians and “others in the 
region”; the disposition of public Arab-owned land, some 
of it under Jewish settlement, on the West Bank; the pros- 
pective composition and powers of the Palestinian “self- 
governing authority” and whether the Arab residents of 
East Jerusalem should be allowed to vote in .elections for 
the “self-governing authority.” 

Taken at face value, as a purely academic exercise, we 
would have thought that the answers to these points are 
simple enough; Israel can have security only when it rec- 
ognises the Palestinians right to independence and is pre- 
pared to work out mutual security arrangements with them 
and with its other Arab neighbours, following its complete 
withdrawal from occupied Arab territory; similarly, rights 
to the waters of Palestine (and beyond) can be worked out 
in accordance with standard international procedure on 
riparian disputes, whether with an independent Palestine 
or with Jordan or whomever, once the basic dispute is 
solved and the occupation is ended; the West Bank will 
revert to full Arab sovereignty and the settlements will • 
have to be abandoned as a precondition of any peace 
settlement, and if Israel wants peace it can have it no other 
way; the only “self-governing authority” imaginable in the 
Arab areas is one that will constitute the government of an 
independent state once the occupation is ended; it will 
determine its constitutional powers as every other ex- 
colonial entity has done on achieving independence, and 
Arab East Jerusalem will be the political capital, and its 
inhabitants obviously the citizens, of the new state. 

But the point, as His Majesty King Hussein said yes- 
terday, that the Camp David process is a dead horse ’and 
there is no use in flogging it It is not clear, despite some 
confused signals from the Reagan camp, whether the new 
American president wishes to continue with this pointless 
exercise. It is abundantly dear, however, that the objects of 
the exercise, the Palestinians, and their Arab brethren, 
reject and will continue to reject a formula for “limited 
self-rule” under continuing — and tightening — Zionist 
occupation. Nothing that has occurred between Egy pt and 
Israel,- and none of Mr. Linowitz’ $ somewhat guileful 
optimism, can disguise the fact that the autonomy glass is 
empty. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’l: In bis interview with the Lebanese magazine Monday Morning. 
His Majesty King Hussein welcomed the relaxation of the situation with 
Syria. But he explained that the confidence which prevailed between 
Amman and Damascus for some time has dissipated as a result of the 
recent bitter experience in relations between the two countries. He also 
explained that there was no real reason for such a bitter experience to have 
happened, whether as regards the Syrian allegations against Jordan or as 
regards hs attempt to cast doubts on the position of this country on the 
Palestine issue and on the recognition of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation as the sole, legitimate representative of the Palestinian people. 

Thus it is certain that the Syrian regime has other reasons prompting it 
to deviate from its previous policy of friendship. These reasons can be 
determined by monitoring the present trends in the actions of the Syrian 
regime. Foremost among these is the attempt to push the area into outside 
alliances, with all the dangers this poses to the present and future of the 
Arab Nation. 

It is evident beyond any doubt that the continuation of these trends is 
the real obstacle in the way of a restoration of a dimate of confidence in 
the Syrian regime. Consequently, such a situation will block all efforts to 
rescue Syria from its present isolation in the Arab World. 

We say. with His Majesty King Hussein, that we are very much pained 
that beloved Syria finds itself in such a situation. We affirm that we are 
looking forward to the day when Damascus can return to its natural 
position in the Arab fold, to cope with the challenges facing the Arab 
Nation. 

However, we know that the first step toward such a renewal should be 
mode by Damascus, because it was Damascus which moved in the wrong 
direction to begin with.

AMMAN. Dec. 22 (Petra) — 
Finance Minister Salem Ma- 
sa’deh. presenting Jordans 19S1 
budget to the National .Con- 
sultative Council today, gave an 
address in which he outlined the 
political, economic and develop- 
mental goals the budget was 
intended to meet. Following are 
excerpts from Mr. Masa'deh's 
speech. 

The most important pillars on 
which the budget was based, and 
the goals it seeks to achieve, are 
the following: 


I- The political dimension and 
Jordan's pan- Arab responsibility: 


A. The continuation of the 
occupation of Arab lands and the 
aggressive and arbitrary measures 
taken against our kinsmen in the 
occupied territories; Jordan's 
commitment to the pledge it has 
.made to itself and to its nation to 
support the Palestinian people 
and their steadfastness in the 
■ occupied territories, considering 
the confrontation with the Zionist 
enemy a comprehensive pan- 
Arab confrontation; the support 
of fraternal Iraq in its pan-Arab 
battle to regain its Arab territories 
and rights: resistance of attempts

Italian scholars urge academic 
freedom in Palestinian schools

AMMAN, Dec. 22 — More than 130 Italian academicians have appealed to 
their Israeli counterparts to press their government to grant “full academic 
freedom and dignity” to Palestinian universities. 


Alarmed by the growing rep- 
ression of Palestinian teachers and 
students by the Israeli occupying 
forces in the West Bank, the 
Italians specifically pinpoint the 
"fascist” nature of an education 
order issued in July of this year by 
the Israeli military governor of the 
West Bank. The order was intro- 
duced shortly after the forced 
closure of Abu Dis College, east of 
Jerusalem. Despite international 
pressure. Abu Dis remains closed. 

The appeal was addressed to the 
heads of four Israeli universities 
— Tel Aviv. Haifa. Beersheba and 
the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem — in the hope that it will 
be circulated among the staff. 
Other recipients of the appeal 
include U.N. Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim, the secretary 
general of the United Nations 
Educational. Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organisation (UNESCO). 
European Economic Community 
(EEC) foreign and education 
ministers and institutions and 
individuals in Europe and the 
United States.

World War the English traveller 
Gertrude Bell, who later used her 
knowledge of the area to a&sbt her 
country's war effort, travelled 
near Amman but did not come 
into the town as “there was a 
military post on the entrance of 
the desert road.” She heard com- 
plaints from the nomadic Arabs of 
the Balqa that it was becoming 
more difficult to draw water at

His customer 
who had a son back home, was 
friendly to Mr. Anees as his son 
was the same age. Mr. Anees 
remembers that there were 
Australians and Indians with the 
British army as it advanced into 
Amman. Two Germans held out 
in Wadi Haddadeh. between Jabal 
AJ Qusour and the Citadel, and 
killed many of the attackers 
before they were caught, he 
recalls. 

In 1921 when Prince Abdullah 
Ibn Hussein arrived in Amman 
and the town developed as the 
capital of Transjordan, there was 
more incentive for people to come 
to the town. 

Lawrence, according to a recent 
biographer of his, spend eight days 
in Amman with Abdullah in 1921 
and found Jt like a wartime 
bedouin camp, “with hundreds of 
bedouin coining and going, and a 
general atmosphere of newness in 
the air.” 

Two years later Mohammad 
Asad, a Jewish convert to Islam, 
travelled to Amman and found a 
town of 6.000 inhabitants. 
“Wonderful horses galloped 
through the streets." he writes. 
“Every man was armed, carried a 
dace er in his sash, and a rifle on his 


back. Circassian ox -carts plodded 
heavily through the bazaar, which 
in spite of its smallness was full of a 
bustle and commotion worthy of a 
much larger city.” 

Mr. Tawfiq Nazzal. Amman 
hotelier, relates how his father 
Anton also came to Amman in 
1923. but for a different reason: to 
look into building a hotel. Amir 
Abdullah, while staying in 
Nazzal’s Jericho Winter Palace 
Hotel, had asked the owner: 
“Why don’t you have somerhing 
in Jordan?” The result of the 
investigation was the building of 
Amman's first hotel for tourists, 
the Philadelphia. 

What may have been the first 
tour groups to visit Jordan were 
arranged by Anton Nazzal. In 
1940 he started bringing 
Australian troops stationed in 
Palestine across the river for two 
nights in his hotel and two in 
Petra, at Nazzal's Camp bought in 
1934 from Thomas Cook’s, who 
had built it in 1928. 

As -Amman grew, immigrants 
came from villages to work; mer- 
chants came from Palestine and 
Syria looking for a chance to begin 
in a new place with a future, and 
youths came looking for a place in 
the army. 

The man later to become the 


leader of the Arab Legion. John 
Bagot Gfubb (Glubb Pasha |. 
arrived for the first time in 
Amman in 1 924. having come on 
the back of a camel from Iraq. 
Glubb Pasha, who now lives in 
England, remembered the experi- 
ence thus, in a letter to this writer: 
“We crossed the stream south of 
the town by the Latin convent, 
having come through Sahab. 
When going along the narrow suq 
toward the mosque, one of our 
camels knocked over a tray of 
tomatoes in front of a shop, and 
the shopkeeper pursued us with 
loud curses on ail bedus. We put 
up at a khan on the south side of 
what is now the main square, 
where they had a central yard 
where our camels could couch. It 
was quite a small village, and 1 
don’t remember if there were 
buildings on Jabal Amman or 
Luweibdeh.” 

Such personal stories of one's 
coming to Amman provide a 
glimpse at how Amman, which 
almost a million now call home, 
grew; and why. Every one of us 
has got an answer to the question: 
“Why did you come to Amman?” 
whether it was by design or by 
accident.

Contractors go all out to finish 
Queen Alia Airport on schedule

AMMAN — Anyone who 
has travelled via Amman 
International Airport at 
the height of summer . 
when it is gaspingly hot. 
with only antiquated fans 
to keep the crowded 
lounges cool; and anyone 
who has queued for nearly 
an hour to pass through 
the security check point, 
doesn’t need telling that 
Jordan needs a new air- 


Now work on (he prestigious JD 
82 million Oueen Alia Airpon. 
which will be the most modem in 
the Middle East, and constructed 
to the highest international stan- 
dards. is well under way. Two dual 
runways have already been laid at 
the site at Giza, about 40 
kilometres .Nouth of the capital. 

At the moment Amman Air- 
port handles half a million pas- 
sengers every year. Studies show 
that annual passenger traffic will 
increase to over 2.5 million in 
1 985. and soar to 8 million by the 
end of the century. 

When it was realised thai the 
present facilities just could not 
cope with this volume of traffic, 
the government agreed that a new 
airport should be constructed . 
They called in an American air- 
port specialist, who drew up out- 
line plans in just six weeks. 

The project was then put out to 
international tender for individual 
contracts, and now companies 
from Britain. France and Poland 


are working with the Jordanian 
firm Geneco to build the plush 
new airport on schedule. 

The Queen Alia Airport is due 
to be completed by April 1982. 
but contractors confess they will 
have to work flat out to finish the 
job on time. 

They have been hampered by 
last year's bad winter weather, by 
supplies being held up in the con- 
gested Aqaba Port because of the 
Gulf war and by the sheer prac- 
tical difficulties of coordinating 
the work of several different com- 
panies. all of whom face varying 
problems and delays. 

"Each contractor started work 
at a different time, and they are 
working at different rates. If one 
finds that its plant and machinery 
are held up at Aqaba that can 
delay us all.” one contractor said. 
“All contractors are behind 
schedule, and we will have to work 
non-stop to meet the deadline of 
April 1982.” 

Nevertheless, despite all the 
problems, the new airport is tak- 
ing shape. Work on the south ter- 
minal building is well advanced, it 
is designed to link up with the 
north terminal building via a 
covered walkway, and the two sec- 
tions will be able to handle 6 mil- 
lion passengers a year. 

The 61 .000-square-metre 
building, which will cost around 
JD 18 million, is equipped with 
the latest luxury fittings- All sec- 
tions will be fully air conditioned, 
and vital areas such as 
toilets— always under such pres- 
sure in airport— have been care- 
fully designed to the highest mod- 
em standards.

All (he airport buildings are 
fully computerised, so that a single 
staff member, using the latest 
technical equipment, will be able 
to tel! if a fire has started in any 
one of the offices, or if security has 
been breached, and immediately 
alert the services to deal with it. 

Outside there arc special han- 
gars where planes will be over- 
hauled. Each one can hold a 747 
“jumbo" jet— and rtvo other 
planes.

INFRASTRUCTURE: Con- 
struction of roads, airport, har- 
bours. railways and tele- 
communications. as well as indus- 
trial dries and electric power sys- 
tems. Total expenditure on these 
will amount to JD 34 million in 
I9SI. 

INDUSTRY AND ENERGY: The 
government has allocated JD 15.2 
million to implement cement, 
copper, potash and phosphate 
projects and JD 3.35 million for 
prospecting for oil and the exploi- 
tation of oil shale. 

SUPPLY: The government has 
allocated JD 4 million for the con- 
struction of grains silos in Irbid 
and enlargement of those in 
Amman and Aqaba, in addition to 
the construction of cold stores at a 
cost of JD 2.5 million 
SOCIAL SERVICES: JD 1S.5 
million has been allocated for 


health. JD 50.8 million for edu- 
cation. JD 1 0.5 for subsidising the 
universities and JD 2.8 million for 
social development and welfare. 
In addition, the first stage of the 
JD 75 million Abu Nuseir housing 
estate project will receive an allo- 
cation of JD 28 million. Another 
sum of JD 5.7 million has been 
allocated for drinking water pro- 
jects. Allocations have been made 
for carrying out a feasibility study 
for drawing, water from the Eup- 
hrates River to Jordan. 

AGRICULTURE: The gov- 
ernment allocated JD 3 1 6 million 
for developing agriculture under 
the auspices of the Jordan Valley 
Authority. Another JD 2 million 
is earmarked for developing 
agricultural production, animal 
wealth, afforestation and soil con- 
servation projects.

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Quake strikes 
Tehran, Qom 

NICOSIA; A “relatively 
strong" earthquake struck the 
Iranian capital, Tehran, and 
Lhe holy dtv of Qom for the sec- 
:c.d time in four days Monday 
killing one child and injuring 
one woman, according to initial 
reports by Pars, the official 
Iranian news agency. 

Pars said the quake measur- 
ing 5.3 on the Richter Scale 
struck at 16:23 local time ( 12:53 
GMT) and was also felt in the 
towns of Tafresh and Arak. 
Qom is 108 kilometres south of 
Tehran and Tafresh and Arak 
240kmsand 160 kms southwest 
of the capital respectively. . 

A quake of 5 on the Richter 
Scale can cause considerable 
damage and one of ax is cap- 
able of severe damage. Every 
increase of one nnmber means a 
tenfold increase in magnitude. 

Last Friday two strong ear- 
thquakes measuring 5.7 and 5.9 
on the Richter Scale hit central 
Iran within a Tew hours of each 
other killing at least 26 persons 
and damaging many buildings. 

Among the damaged build- 
ings Friday were two golden 
domed shrines in the holy 
isktmic-Shi'he city of Qom. 

The epicentre of the Friday 
quake was placed 200 
kilometres southwest of 
Tehran. 


Iraq stresses 
oil across

TOYYO: Iraqi Oil MinisterTayeh 
Abdul Karim said Monday Iraq is 
still moving oil exports through 
pipelines across Turkey and Syria, 
despite recent reports that the 
flow has been in terra pied. 

Bur Mr. Abdul Karim declined 
to tell a news conference how 
much oil was moving out through 
the pipelines, the only exits for 
partially-resumed Iraqi crude 
exports because Iraq's main oil 
terminals are located in the Gulf 
war zone. 

industry sources in Syria said 
Sunday the flow through the 
pipeline that crosses Syria to the 
Mediterranean stopped soon after 
pumping resumed at the start of 
December. 

Oil industry sources in Ankara 
said the flow of oil through the 
other Iraqi pipeline, across Tur- 
key. was restored to a level of 
about 600.000- -barrels a day (bdi 
on Friday after five days at 
reduced volume 

The Damascus sources rejected 
reports that the trans-Syria 
pipeline had been sabotaged but 
noted that Iraq's northern oil 
centre of Kirkuk, where the 
pipeline originates, has been 
repeatedly bombed by Iranian 
planes. 

Mr. Abdul Karim, on a visit to 
Japan, said before last week's 
OPEC meeting in Indonesia that 


Iraqi exports were running at 
more than one million h-d. or 
about onc-third of pre-war levels. 

The oil industry is closely 
monitoring Iraq's success in 
restoring its exports Failure to 
maintain the flow through the 
pipelines would tighten the w-nrid 
market and might tempt some 
OPEC exporicrs to go for bigger 
price increases on Jan. 1 chan they 
might otherwise have done, west- 
ern oil analysts said. 

OPEC set a 54 1 -a -barrel price 
ceiiing at its Bali meeting hut 
ministers said they doubted 
whether the market would allow 
price militants like Algeria and 
Libva to set tariffs higher than

WASHINGTON; A delegation of 
American professors from eight 
universities reported at a press 
conference on Dec. 1 1 on what 
they charge are ‘'the crippling 
restrictions" imposed by Israel on 
higher education in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank. 

A spokesperson for the group- 
pro. Mary Gray from American 
L'ni versicy in Washington, shared 
the same forum with Dr. Hatem 
HusseinL director of the Palestine 
Information Office in Washing- 
ton. and Mr. Jawad George, a 
member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Palestine Congress 
of North America, in denouncing 
Israeli policies. 

Dr. Husseini took the occasion 
to "protest and condemn" the 
placemem of an explosive device 
in his office in downtown 
Washington. He blamed the 
"Zionist Israeli Terrorist group. 
Hatikvah Leumi." which means 
“national hope.” 

Police defused the bomb, which 
was found on Dec. 1 1 under a 
stairwell in a first-floor closet at 
Dr. Husseini" s office, which is 
sponsored by the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation. 

Dr. Husseini said: “We urge all 
peace organisations to condemn 
this Israeli act of terror and to 
stand in solidarity with the Pales- 
tinian people and work for peace 
and coexistence in Palestine 
where Jews. Muslims and Chris- 
tians can enjoy full and equal 
human rights." 

The American-educated Pales- 
tinian official also protested 
against “the’ continued indis- 
criminate shooting, beating and 
torture of Palestinian school chil- 
dren" at the hands of the Israeli 
military in the occupied West 
Bank. 

He also called on Americans to 
protest against the continued 
delivery of ' massive and des- 
tructive American weapons to 
Israel" which, he said, were being 
used “to shoot Palestinian school 
children and to bomb Palestinians 
and Lebanese refugee camps and 
villages in southern Lebanon.” 

Under a new military order. 
Pro. Gray said, the Israeli 
authorities are imposing “exten- 


sive censorship" on reaching mat- 
erials and “onerous restrictions' 
on formal lectures and extracur- 
ricular programmes and events. 
She said more than 1.100 “books 
of various types" are banned from 
classrooms or possession by indi- 
viduals.

JAPAN: Export competitiveness 
is likely to be maintained over {he 
forecast period.

Growth in GNP next year 
will be down to 3.75 per cent from 
an estimated five per cent this 
year.

European football faces ‘crisis': UEFA chief 


BERNE. Dec. 22 (R) — Crisis measures are needed to save 
European soccer, which is unattractive and played by overpaid 
stars. Mrs. Hans Bangerter. the European Football Union's (UE- 
FA's) general secretary, said today. 

In an end-of-year article in UEFA's official bulletin. Mr. Ban- 
gerter said every effort must be made "to prevent football reach- 
ing the point where it only continues to interest television viewers 
and the people who fid out pools coupons." 

He said economic factors had helped reduce gates. “But when 
we add to [his all the other unpopular factors — unattractive 
football with feu- goals, overpaid star players with unrealistic 
‘transfer fees, increases in the cost of going to watch a game... then 
the crisis facing the game is not really surprising." 

Players were too often “bound into tactical strait-jackets" and 
prevented from developing as individuals. Mr. Bangerter said. 

He said a number of European countries had registered alarm- 
ing drops in attendances and “ the negative trend has even reached 
such classical bastions of the game as England and Italy.” 

Mr. Bangerter said: "The fans must be enticed back into the 
stadiums. If necessary, we must drastically cut down the amount 
of televised football, whether live or highlights." 

Spectators must also be offered comfortable facilities and 
coaches must concentrate on making the game attractive and 
entertaining, he said.

Potential limited for 
African Chad summit 

ABIDJAN, Dec. 22 (R) — Central and West African leadersmeet in 
the Nigerian capital, Lagos, tomorrow to assess the situation in Chad 
after last week’s civil war victory by Libyan-backed government 
forces. 

However, African diploma tic sources today expressed doubts 
about what the summit could achieve after Chad President Gookotnu 
-Oueddefs statement in N’Djamena yesterday that he would not 
attend the summit and would disregard any decisions taken. 

The sources said African leaders will probably seek a speedy 
Libyan withdawal from rhad and the sending of an African peace- 
keeping force, possibly with United Nations backing, to police 
N'Djamena. 

President Goukouni acknowledged yesterday that Libya’s mibtaxy 
b acking helped Him win the war' against rebel forces led by former 
defence minister Htssene Habre. 

He said his country would not take part in the summit now that the 
situation in N’Djamena was under control.

He has said his new government of Soc ial 1 D emocrats (PSD), 
Christian Democrats (CDS) and Monarchists (PPM) will be sworn in 
between Jan. 5 and 12. 

The main task of tire new government, tbe 13th Portuguese cabinet 
since the 1974 revolution, win be to push a revirion of the con- 
stitution through parliament 

Mr. Balsemao was well-known in pre-revolutionary Portugal for 
his outspoken criticism of the Salazar-Caetano dictatorships. In- 
1973, he founded Portugal's prestigious weekly newpaper, Exprtsso. 

He left Expresso's editorship to become deputy vice-prime minis- 
ter in 1979. He was a dose associate of late prune minister Francisco 
Sa Carneiro. 

He has been president of the Social Democrats international rela- 
tions commission and is said to have excellent relations with Euro- 
pean leaders.

MOSCOW, Dec. 22 (AP) — . 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
and tens of thousands of ordinary 
citizens filed past the body of 
former premier Alexei N. Kosygin 
today, four days after Mr. Kosy- 
gin’s death at the age of 76. 

Mr. Kosygin, who headed the 
Soviet government from 1964 
until his retirement in October, is 
expected to be buried tomonow at 
a state funeral on Red Square. 

Mr. Brezhnev, 74, and other top 
civilian and military officials took 
turns standing as honour guards 
by Kosygin’s Sower-decked bier

The weeks before Christmas are 
always cnicial to tire retail trade, 
but this year a boom is urgently 
needed to offset the effects of 
recession- 

Christmas sales have had a slow 
start in many parts of the world 
this year, although they are gen- - 


erally picking up. Several coun- 
tries report that strong selling is 
developing especially in the field 
of quality goods such as high- 
priced toys. 

“If they don’t get tbe Christmas 
spiri t soon, we'll be in deep trou- 
ble ” said a worried shopkeeper in

ln Paris, the trend is fewer but 
more expensive gifts. In Tokyo a 
Christmas boom is expected to 
end a year of slow consumer buy- 
ing. 

Retail industry analysts in the 
United States believe many con- 
sumers are looking to buy higher 
priced, quality items as a hedge 
a gattwt inflation. 

U.S. retailers report that con- 
sumers seem to be worried about 
inflation, high interest rates which 
have restricted borrowing, and tbe 
prospects of another economic 
slowdown in America. , 

The four to five week period 
after the Thanksgiving holiday is 
the most important in tire U-S. 
retailing year and accounts for as 
much as 50 to 60 per cent of a 
retail co m pa n y’s annual earnings. 

But industry analysts expect 
most retailers to report only 
slightly higher, or even flat, sales 
this season. 

Sales of eiectronk > toy5 such as 
television games have slowed in 
tire U JS. where experts think tbe 
market may be over-saturated, 
although these are going 
-extremely well in other countries. 

In Japan, a Tokyo store 
repented: “We expert Christmas 
sales, especially toys, to rise about 
IS per cent over last season.” 

In the Japanese icy market, 
with annum! safes estimated at 
$2.8 billion, more than 30per cent 


will be sold over Christmas and 
tbe New Year according to the 
Seibu department store, one ofthe 
country’s largest, even though 
Japan is a non-Christian nation.

In Britain, the retail con- 
sortium, the retailers’ organ- 
isation, said Christmas was the last 
hope of achieving profitability this 
year.
